new models in vehicles, ailway 
rolling stock, washing machin¬ 
es. radios, etc., have been ‘‘Froz 
en” by this ordei, so that art¬ 
isans in modelling, and tool 
houses, catering to the design 
and manufacture of these and 
related articles may be used for 
the manufacture of, guns munit 
ions airplane parts and so on. 
Further details will he released 
when the hoard gets down to 
work. 

Hon. C. D. Howe, Minister of 
Munitions and Supply, made 
this announcement to the Dom¬ 
inion Parliament, and in the 
same speech stated that negof 
iations had been completed for 
the construction in Canadian 
Pacific coasts of eighteen largo 
shipyards on the Atlantic and 
merchant vessels for the Brit 
ish government. 

He al_so stated that within 
the next eight months, Canada’s 
production of war materials 
will have been geared lip to 
its highest pitch, and her abil¬ 
ity to supply the needs of the 
present war can then he fairly 
well determined. Mr. Howe 
stated that production in nearly 
every line to date was ahead of 
schedule and that production 
was steadily and satisfactorily 
increasing.

There is perhaps no single 
test that will detect all cases 
of chronic mastitis but three

1. Physical Examination of 
the Udder: The examination of 
the udder should lie carried out 
immediately after milking. The 
balance of the udder may first 
be observed, notice being taken 
as to whether one quarter is 
abnormally large or small. Tho 
deeper tissue may then la- ex¬ 
amined with the hands, lifting 
each quartei and kneading into 
the depths of tho tissue. Normal 
udder tissue should be soft and 
elastic, although some "meaty” 
udders may remain fairly firm 
after milking out. When definite 
lumps of hard tissue can ho 
felt, or if the whole quarter is 
harder due to more generalized 
changes, it is fairly certain 
that the quarter is infected.

Farmers often have occasion to 
find out how much grain is con¬ 
tained in a granary or bin. It Is also 
useful to know how large a bin must 
be to hold a given amount of wheat 
The necessary information is in¬ 
cluded here, so the reader should cut 
tills out of tlie paper and keep it. 

The first step is to And the cubical 
contents of Abe bin. For square or 
rectangular bins, the number of cubic 
feet can be found by multiplying the 
lengthxwidthxdepth. For round 
bins multiply the radius x radius x 
3.14 x depth (the radius is one-half 
the diameter). 

For example, suppose our bin is 
8x16 and the grain is 6 feet deep, 
then: 

8x16x6 768 cubic feet. 

Then if we have a round bin 16 feet 
in diameter (radius 8 feet) with the 
grain 7 feet deep: 

8x8x3.14x7 = 1,406,72 cubic feet. 

In order to convert cubic feet to 
measured bushrls, it Is only necessary 
to multiply by 0.8. Therefore, our first 
bin contains 768x0 8=614 4 measured 
bushels. Our second bin contains 
1,408.72, or roughly 1,407. cubic feet 
This is 1,407x0.8=1,125.6 measured 
bushels. 

If It is desired to determine the 
number of bushels by weight, simply 
multiply the figure for measured 
bushels by the actual weight per 
bushel, and divide by tlie legal weight 
(wheat, 60 lb.; barley, 48 lb.; oats, 
34 lb.). If. in our first example, the 
grain was wheat weighing 65-lb. per 
bushel, we would have 614 4x65 60= 
665 6 bushels. 

Problem: What would be the 
dimensions of a bin you would build 
for 2,000 Lushels of barley weighing 
52-lb. per bushel?
